AFFIDAVIT 


I, being duly sworn, do depose and say: 

I am a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion and have been so employed since March 3, 1952. Since March 
3, 1959, I have been employed in the Miami, Florida, Office of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation* 

In connection with my official duties and work as a 
Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, I was assigned 
the Miami area investigation relating to the interstate transpor- 
tation of obscene matter involving a motion picture film entitled 
"Deep Throat". I first conducted investigation in this matter on 
October 18,1972, and I am still conducting investigation in that 
matter. 


On May 22, 1973, it came to my attention that a paperback 
book entitled "Inside Linda Lovelove", authored by Linda Lovelace, 
who played the leading female role in the film "Deep Throat", had 
been published by Pinnacle Books, Inc., 116 East 27th Street, New 
York, New York. I purchased a copy of that book at Miami Beach, 
Florida, on May 22, 1973. 

In reading "Inside Linda Lovelace" on May 22, 1973, I 
noted the following wording which is contained on pages 99 and 100: 
"This brings us to about January of 1972, and while I was 
fuming at Goldstein, the judges here and there were fussing about 
the running of Deep Throat. One fine sunny day in Miami, I received 
a call from an FBI Agent named 


He wanted to discuss 


the case against the movie that was being put together in New York.

He came by several times, and wasn’t very pleasant. He was getting 
heat, I gues$ because they thought the porno stuff was also shot in 
Miami, his domain. He had no answers to offer, because he had no 
knowledge of the film at all. He wanted me to fill him in, I guess. 

”1 told him the truth as I f ve stated it here. The porno 
stuff was shot in New York and the rest was made in Florida. I 
had nothing more to offer than that* He looked at the old car I 
had, and suggested that I couldn f t be in on the profits if I had 
wheels that old. All he wanted was my cooperation in the forth- 
coming proceeding in New York. Nope, I said, not interested. So 
he said: ’Now I’m not threatening you, but how would you like two 

FBI Agents to wake you in the middle of the night and take you 
physicially to New York to testify before a Grand Jury?’ Does that 
read like a threat to you? It did to me, kind of. 

"What they were trying to do is use me as State’s witness 
I guess, or who knows what. But it didn’t happen, even though he 
kept bugging me until I left Miami. Where did I go? To New York. 
But not for the FBI, I went to begin shooting on Deep Throat II," 

I categorically deny that I have ever met, interviewed 
or otherwise been in contact with Linda Lovelace. The above 
statements attributed to her in the paperback book "Inside Linda 
Lovelace" are completely fictitious. 

I did make efforts to locate and formally interview 
Linda Lovelace at her last known residence, 1050 N.E. 128th 
Street, North Miami, Florida, on November 30, December 5, December 
10, December 21, and December 28, 1972, I was completely 
unsuccessful in these efforts. 
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whom I have known for several years and whom I had contacted in 
years past regarding his local production of sexually oriented 
photographs, contacted me; acknowledging my efforts described 
above . 

was thoroughly interviewed by me on December 10, 
1972, relative to the production and interstate transportation of 
the sexually oriented motion picture film "Deep Throat". An 
appropriate interview ^report form consisting of two pages was 
dictated on December 13, 1972. Copies of this interview report 
form were provided the New York Office of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and the original thereof is maintained at the Miami 
Office of the FBI. During the interview of December 10, 1972, 
was reluctant to furnish me with full details regarding 
the production of "Deep Throat" and he did not furnish full details, 
also declined to furnish information regarding participa- 
tion of Linda Lovelace in "Deep Throat". He stated that his "wife" 
is named Linda, but stated she had never used the last name Lovelace. 
He stated he had no specific information as to how "Deep Throat" 
was transported from Florida to the state of New York or any other 
state outside Florida, if, in fact, it was so transported. 

was requested by me to have Linda contact me. 
stated she was not available in the Miami area because she 
was making a trip to South Carolina.

There is a close-up shot of a 
male performing an act of cunnilingus on HELEN. During this

The next scene shows HELEN and LOVELACE seated 
together at the edge of a swimming pool. LOVELACE tells HELEN 
that she doesn't enjoy sex; that she feels tingly all over at - 

first when engaging in sex and then, nothing! HELEN then tells 
LOVELACE that she's got to find what's right for her and experi- 
ment. LOVELACE agrees to try anything. 

The scene then shifts to a room where a white male 
commits an act of buggery on LOVELACE with close-up shots clearly der 
picting this activity. The male withdraws his penis from the

The doctor then takes LOVELACE into 
an examination room where he lifts LOVELACE'S dress and she re- 
moves her panties. The doctor then calls for his nurse who 
. arrives in the examining room with a basin of water. The doctor 
dips the tip of his fingers in the water, rubs them together and 
dries them on a towel. He dismisses the nurse and proceeds to 
examine LOVELACE'S pudendum with a telescope. The doctor examines 
it andfexclaims "its amazing. Miss LOVELACE, you don't have a 
clitoris". He tells her that she did not hear any bells ringing

LOVELACE begins to cry and tells the doctor that 
when she has intercourse, she gets excited in the throat. 

The doctor then asks LOVELACE to open her mouth and he looks 
down her throat and exclaims "There it is" and tells her ttefc 
her clitoris is deep down in the bottom of her throat at which 
point LOVELACE starts to cry hysterically. The doctor tries 
to console hercand LOVELACE comments "How would you like it if 
your balls were in your ears?" The doctor is taken back by 
LOVELACES comment and replies "If I did, I could hear myself 
coming". The doctor tells LOVELACE that he thinks he has her 
problem solved and inquires if she had ever taken a penis down 
to the bottom of her throat to which she replied "I choke".

Such explicitness is hardly 
unusual in itself anymore — 
one need only walk down 
42d Street these days for 
an unmistakable vista of 
sexploitation gone berserk. 
But ‘‘Deep Throat” — or 
‘Throat” as the more decorous 
newspaper ads would have it 
— is by general agreement a 
better product than its porno 
predecessors, for as well as 
raw sex, it offers viewers 
aVi sense of humor and story 
line. To some film critics, 
that is still measuring prog- 
ress in millimeters, but the 
film does seem to be an un- 
deniable improvement over 
the genre's ordinary offering, 
which all too often betrays the 
film maker's contempt for his 
. audience: The sound is 

warped, the color thin and 
faded and grainy. And the 
■story, well, there is really no 
story, just coupling-exhaus- 
tive, boring, mechanical re- 
lentless minute-after-minute 
of poker-faced fornication in 
“loops,” so-named for the 
splicing of the film into 10- 
minute repeating cycles.

“Compared with what came 
before," says David Vandor, 
a young, black-bearded Hun- 
garian who keeps track of 
porno for the Mayor's Office 
of Midtown Planning and De- 
velopment, “‘Deep Throat' is 
an excellent film. It is better 
than most situation comedies 
or grade C comedies." 

This quality, coming along 
in a time of “permissiveness," 
is apparently enough to per- 
suade a lot of people that 
there is no harm or shame in 
indulging their curiosity — and 
perhaps even their frankly 
prurient interest — by going to 
see “Deep Throat.” Recent 
“Deep Throat” audiences are 
said to have included people 
like Johnny Carson, Mike 
Nichols, Sandy Dennis, Ben 
Gazzara and Jack Nicholson, 
Some French United Nations 
diplomats went and insisted 
on paying with traveler’s 
checks. Some off-duty police- 
men went and became the ob- 
jects of search in the theater 
by fellow officers.

Not only are a lot of peo- 
ple interested in seeing for 
themselves: They will gladly 
pay the hefty $5 admission, a 
fact that makes hard-core por- 
nography an enticing invest- 
ment opportunity. j 

Terry Levine of Aquarius 
Film Releasing Inc., the com- 
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pany that distributed "Dee^ 
Throat" and other leadin^ 
porno films in the East, says^ 
that "sex theaters do bette ™ 
than nonsex." He estimates 
that a film generally has to 
gross at the box office five 
times its production cost for 
' the producers to begin making 
a profit. But others in the in- 
dustry put the multiple at 
only three. By last estimate, 
of course, "Deep Throat" had 
grossed 28 times its produc- 
tion cost in its New York 
run alone. 

The $5 price may itself be 
an important part of the 
porno-house image. Early in 
the run of "Deep Throat," 
Bob Sumner, the 26-year-old 
operator of the New Mature 
World Theater, lowered the 
admission to $3 and then 
watched his gate drop be- 
cause porno fans concluded 
that hard-core could not be 
seen at such a bargain rate. 

Perhaps the firmest indica- 
tion that pornography can be 
profitable is the assertion of 
Federal and local officials 
that the industry is falling 
increasingly under the domi- 
nation- of the Mafia and has

in the metropolitan area. Law- 
enforcement officers con- 
firmed recently that they are 
looking into a number of 
porno films — including "Deep 
Throat" — as a part of their 
ongoing investigations of or- 
ganized crime in the industry. 

No one yet accuses the 
producers of “Deep Throat" 
of any wrongdoing, but the 
film's financial history did 
take an intriguing turn 
that remains unexplained. 
It all began when Gerard 
Damiano, a droll, stocky film 
maker with a white-flecked 
goatee, rounded up his cast 
early last year in Miami. Da- 
miano, who goes under the 
'professional pseudonym of 
Jerry Gerard, started shooting 
witlra bankroll of $25,000 put 
up by two partners, Lou Perry 
and Phil Parisi. The cast in- 
cluded an engaging porno- 
film stalwart who goes by the 
name of Harry Rcems and is 
in particular demand in the 
industry for his ability to per- 
form virtually tirelessly and 
on command. Then there was 
Damiano’s particular find, a 


$200 a week. The manager got 
expenses but no salary. 

K The film took six days to 
hoot and another three 
months to edit and complete. 
There are different versions 
of what happened next. 

According to Lou Perry, 
Damiano, the third partner 
in Film Productions, Inc., 
asked to sell his share when 
the film faced legal problems 
and had not yet begun to 
nuke money. "He was com- 
pensated what he asked for — 
$25,000." Perry said. "He was 
even asked to stay. This was 
his decision." 

One of Damiano’s acquaint- 
ances has a different story, 
however. According to him, 
Perry and Parisi, once the 
film began to draw well at 
the box office, informed Da- 
miano that the three-way split 
was over and they would give 
him $25,000 for his one-third 
share of the future profits. 

That sounds like a bad 
deal, I told Damiano as we 
sat one night with associates 
in a restaurant on Eighth 
Avenue. 

“I can't talk about it," Da- 
miano said. 

Why?. I wanted to know. 
"Look," he said, "yo 1 * 1

When I pressed the ques- 
tion, Damiano just rolled his 
eyes and said nothing. The 
chatter around the table had 
also suddenly stopped. 

In any case, some weeks 
ago, before trial publicity in-

as their share of the gate and,

with a million." Not bad for a 
$25,000 investment. 

As intriguing as its finan- 
cial history, however, is "Deep 
Throat’s” legal history, a saga 
that serves as a -good intro- 


duction to the complexities of 
the obscen' laws. 

Last ^kier, during -the--* 
Mayor’s ^Ppaign to clean up * 
the midtown area, Criminal 
Court Judge Ernst Rosen- 
berger reviewed "Deep 
Throat" and, finding it ob- 
scene, ordered it seized under 
a New York Court of Appeals 
ruling establishing such a 
procedure as proper. The .next 
day, made aware of a con- 
tradictory ruling by the U.S. 
Federal Court of Appeals that 
requires an adversary hearing, 
permitting the exhibitor *$o 
defend the film before it am 
be seized, Judge Rosenberger 
returned the film. The U:S. ' 
Supreme Court will now have 
to rule on which procedure 
is proper; meanwhile the run 
of “Deep Throat" continues. 

The operator of the New 
Mature World Theatre, Mature 
Enterprises, Inc., had mean- 
time been charged with two 
counts of promoting ob- 
scenity,^ misdemeanors each 
carrying a $5,000 fine, and the 
trial began last Dec. 18. The 
trial was entertaining in it- 
self. It started in a Fifth Ave- 
nue screening room where 
Judge Tyler and court officers

“Deep Throat" had redeeming 
social value because it helped 
people to expand tfieir sexual 
horizons and particularly em- 
phasized that a woman's sex- 
ual gratification was as im- 
portant as a man’s. 

Unlike the cruder sexploi- 
tation films. Professor Knight 
testified, “Deep Throat" was 
not devoted to "deep breath- 
ing sex," 

"Didn't you hear the female 
in the opening scene breath- 
ing deeply?" Judge Tyler 
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v.v *'.:•. d io u;:uw — until the 
:.rf)fc-./or explained that he 
wrf; speekUg metaphorically.

■ to refer to t l:c conventional 
cork ion for intercourse,- Judge 
Tyler did net understand and 
the professor hnd to explain 
it to him. “It’s worthwhile for 
me; if nothin" else happens, 
io hove gotten this educa- 
lioh,” the judge commented. 

Another witness for the de- 
fense, John W. Money, pro- 
cessor of medical psychology 
at Johns Hopkins University, 
testified that "Deep Throat/’ 
by showing explicit acts of 
fellatio,, cunnilingus and in- 
tercourse, convinced viewers 
there was nothing- shameful 
about so: and therefore pro- 
duced saner, healthier atti- 
tudes about it. "It puts an 
eggbeater in people’s brains” 
was the way he expressed it. 

Disputing this approach and 
testifying for the prosecution, 
Dft Max Levin, a 71-year-old 
seinirctired psychiatrist, said

formerly clinical professor of . ' 
neurology at New York Medi- 
cal College, ended his cross- 
examination in a cloud of con- 
fusion over whether he was 
talking about "Deep Throat” 
or film shorts on the same 
bill. He entered the theater 
in the middle of the show, he 
explained, and couldn’t tell 
where one film ended and the 
others began. 

If all of this made for good 
newspaper copy — and excel- 
lent free advertising for the 
movie— it also seemed to be 
leading to a judicial precedent. 

For it is unusual that t^e 
question of "Deep Throat’s” 
obscenity is being debated in 
a New York City courtroom 
at ell, some legal observers 
point out. According to the 
State Pena! Lav/ a perform- 
ance or materia! is obscene if 
all of the following three con- 
ditions are met: "(a) consi- 
dered as a whole, its predom- a 
minant appeal is to prurient, f 
shameful or morbid interest in f 

nudijy, sex, excretion, sadism $ 

or imsochism, and (b) it goes 
substantially beyond custom- 
ary limits- of candor in doscrib- 
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ishly d^pit to apply to a 
given film or book, and city 
prosecutors have preferre 
to :§ permit exhibitors t 
portography to plead guilty 
to a charge not having to do 
witli obscenity — disorderly 
conduct, for example — rather 
than risk a trial that could 
result in a ruling that a film 
of hard-core pornography is 
not obscene. In this case 
they have chosen to charge 
the corporation, rather than 
individuals, with promoting 
obscenity, to allow trial by 
judge instead of the jury pro- 
ceeding mandated for charges 
against individuals. The city 
apparently fears a sophisti- 
cated jury would never rule a 
film obscene. In fact, a Bing- 
hamton, N. Y., jury recently 
found “Deep Throat” not ob- 
scene. - 

Such legal harassment has 
not done much, however, to 
limit the pornographic film 
business in midtown. Plead- 
ing guilty to disorderly con- 
duct doesn't prevent an exhib- 
ItDr from continuing to show 
his film, and in any event, his 
case may not come up until 
long after the film in question 
has completed its run and the 
exhibitor has made his money 
from it. Having pleaded guilty, 
the exhibitor has to pay a 
fine, but he can consider that 
an acceptable expense, easily 
absorbed by his profitable op- 
eration. In the meantime, 
Times Square film fare has 
grown raunchier. 

Conviction on an obscenity 
charge, however, may result 
in heavier fines, or even a jail 
term. So, according to, legal 
observers like Leon Friedman, 
a lawyer on the staff of the 
Association of the Bar of the 
City of New York, if Judge 
Tyler rules that “Deep Throat” 
is obscene, and if his ruling 
holds up on appeal, it could 
in time have a substantial in- 
hibiting effect on midtown 
exhibitors. In effect, it would 
establish a legal limit to ob- 
scenity at some relatively 
soft-core point between your 
average X-rated Hollywood 
film and “Deep Throat,” and 
the dirty-movie business 
would no doubt respect the 
limit, at least for a time. 

More intriguing, however, 
would be a ruling by Judge 
Tyler that “Deep Throat” is 
not obscene, given the nature 
of the recent trial. Expert wit- 
nesses called to establish that 
the film has redeeming Social 
value not only cited its artis- 
tic qualities, they went on to 
argue that in these times of 
general concern about prob- 
lems of sexuality, the explicit 
display of sexual intercourse, 


fallatio and cunnilingus is so^ 
cially valuable in itself. 

For the court to accept this 
principle would seem to elim- 
inate the possibility of any 
obscenity finding for any 
film, however explicit, that 
depicts and illuminates virtu- 
ally any aspect of human 
sexuality. 

As the trial proceeded it 
began to create a rather seri- 
ous question about its own 
relevance and that of the 
Mayor's effort to make war 
on sexploitation in midtown, 
for the newspaper publicity 
resulting from the trial more 
than doubled the weekly 
gate receipts of “Deep 
Throat.” The Mayor and the 
legitimate theater owners and 
other businessmen might like 
to wipe out the pornography 
industry, but it nevertheless 
seems to be meeting a sub- 
stantial public demand. 

William G. Bardel, head of 
the Mayor's Office of Midtown 
Planning and Development, 
who is coordinating the city’s 
drive on Times Square sex- 
ploitation, believes, or at 
least hopes, that the current 
interest in “Deep Throat” is 
only superficial. “The repeti- 
tion of oral sex ... I don't 
think it will create the mass 
demand for this sort of thing,” 
he says, with evident distaste. 

And, in fact, if porno chic 
has thus arrived, some patrons 
still seem to have satisfied 
their curiosity with their first 
and last hard-core film. 

One group of three couples 
in their late 20’s I interviewed 
one night as they emerged 
from “Deep Throat” acknowl- 
edged having been completely 
turned off by the film. 

“I think it was gross,” said 
one of the group, named Wil- 
liam. “Too graphic. I never 
watch what I do. I was dis- 
appointed. It had such a con- 
trary effect.” 

“It was like watching cat- 
tle,” said another member of 
the party, Lynn. 

And if critics can applaud 
the fact that a movie like 
“Deep Throat” is slightly bet- 
ter in quality than more tra- 
ditional porno movies, it 
remains true that pornography 
is at best a limited form of 
art. Andrew Sarris, for ex- 
ample, complains that for all 
its comic moments, good color, 
bouncy music and vivid action, 
“Deep Throat” still features 
disengaged sex organs, the 
human beings attached to 
them having been lost some- 
where on the way to the 
orgasm. 

Also, porno films character- 
istically are overwhelmingly 


^ale chauvinist, catering to 
male sexual fantasies and ap- 
prehension r he women are 
submissive, „nd the men all 
but inexhaustible. (Except for 
gay porno films — a flourish- 
ing subcategory — male homo- 
sexual contact seems to be 
taboo in hard-core and soft- 
core films. Lesbian scenes, on 
the other hand, are common, 
but for the titiliation of men, 
not women.) 

On the other hand, porno 
producers and operators be- 
lieve in a promising future, 
and are backing their belief 
with hefty investments. One 
producer and director who 
goes by the name of Danny 
Stone recently made a film 
called “High Rise,” scheduled 
to open here in coming 
months, with the unusually 
high budget for porno of 
$75,000. And he dreams of 
producing a quarter-miliion- 
dollar hard-core film that, he 
says, will be “the ‘Ben Hur’ of 
porno.” j 

Perry and Parisi are goj- 
ing on to shoot “Deep 
Throat II” in New York. Ife 
completion was recently an- 
nounced in a large ad in Var- 
iety: “We're going to make 
lightning strike twice,” it said. 
“If you like ‘Throat,’ you’ll 
love ‘Throat II.' ” 

The ad portrayed Damiano 
as the director. However, in 
another intriguing twist, it 
turns out that the sequel has 
not been finished at all — al- 
though Parisi insists shooting 
has begun. Moreover, Dami- 
ano has nothing to do 'with it; 
it is being made by another 
porno film maker, Joe Samo. 
Asked about the peculiar^ 
misleading ad, Parisi ex-j 
plained, “You know how the) 
motion-picture business isJ 
Sometimes ads tend to be mis-* 
leading. But there’s a reason 
for it.” The reason, apparent- 
ly, is that others had their 
eye on producing a sequel, 
and Perry and Parisi wanted 
to establish their claim on 
“Deep Throat II” with the 
name that made “Deep 
Throat” such a success. 

The sequel, according to 
Perry, is budgeted at $70,- 
000. It also stars Linda Love- 
lace — “in a kind of ‘Perils of 
Pauline' plot,” says Perry. For 
a week’s shooting, she gets 
$1,000 a day plus expenses 
for her and her manager, plus 
a percentage of the future 
box office receipts. 

Meanwhile, Perry says, ne- 
gotiations are under way with 
a publisher for a “Deep 
Throat” film book and, he 
adds, “We’re considering re- 
leasing the album.” M

The first such movie they obtained was "Deep Throat" 
and this is still playing in its 47th week. He obtained this 
film before it received its notariety and became dispu ted al so 
in the courts. He obtained it about 48 weeks ago from I I 
of Damiano Films of Hollywood, California. As is the 
case with any such film, he viewed it first and then cut out 
about 10 minutes total of the film before showing it in Blaine. 
This was agreeable with the distributor, as long as 'he retained 
the film and will splice it back in before it is returned. He 
pointed out that about 40% of their clientele are females and 
he cut out scenes that he felt would be offensive to the female 
audience. Among the scenes he recalls cutting out is the one 
pertained to "things go better with Coke" and parts iof two 
other scenes. They are still using the same original print 
obtained 48 weeks ago. This was shipped to them by ; Greyhound 
Bus. from Los Angeles. He doubts that they still have any of 
the shipping documents, but he check with his mother to see if 
she has retained any of these shipping bills.

They first exhibited "Deep Throat" at the Sea-Vue 
Theater, then transferred it over to the AM-BC and then put 
it back at Sea-Vue, where it is playing now.

He deals only with the individual companies that ' 
supply him films, and these are all in California. He pur- 
chased this film without any strings attached or any tie-ins 
with it on a percentage basis which was the -same as when he 
got it and is still the same. This is called a "35 sliding 
scale". A gross business of $1,500 a week he pays the dis- 
tributor 20%, for gross business $1,500 to $2,000 a week he . 
pays 30% and gross business over $2,000^a week he pays 35%, 
lie pointed out that he has paid 35% practically the entire 
time it has been playing. 

Business slacked off on it towards the end of 1972 
and about that time Playboy Magazine came out with the spread 
on it, and this immediately changed the volume of business and 
he has been playing to full houses ever since. .He h as little 
of no personal contact with although ! | has been up 

to visit the theater on one or two occasions since the film has 
shown there. He considers this just normal for the distributor 
to check out the size and operations of the theater to verify 
whether he is receiving his fair percentage cf the gross. 

His mother pays the rental fee on the film and 
normally she pays it by monthly checks and he believes this 
is the way it is handled, with her sending checks direct to 
Damiano Films in Los Angeles. 

He states that only persons 21 years of age or over 
are allowed into the theater, and his employees and he check 
this closely, as they do not want any problems along this line. 
The only apparent objection that he has knov/n from the communit'. 
was a long time ago when some of the local ministers tried to 
object to this type of film being shown. 

At the same time they bought "Deep Throat" they 
purchased a film to be shown as a co-feature called "Climax". 


This was purchased at a flat $100 per week cost. They ran this 
as a co-feature until about three months ago when they purchaset 
a replacement eptitled "The Interview". He. edited out about 2 
minutes of this short 20 minute film and they purchased this at 
a flat rate. of $50 a week. It is .billed on the marquee "The 
•Apointment” but this was an error.

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they had received their share of the proceeds in 
connection with the motion picture film entitled# 

"SEX USA" , they thereafter received a salary of 
$150.00 per week. 

From the proceeds of the motion picture 
film entitled, "SEX USA", he and PERAINO then made 
the motion picture film entitled, "Deep Throat" which 
he DAMIANO admitted writing, directing and editing. 

''Deep Throat“was made at a cost of $25,000. The picture 
was shot in the Miami, Florida area . DAMIANO said that 
quite a few scenes were shot at the Voyager Motel on 
Biscayne Boulevard, Miami, Florida and other scenes 
were shot at the residences of friends or a "friend of 
a friend" none of whom DAMIANO was willing to identify. 
Relative to the photographer who shot this picture, 

DAMIANO stated that he did not care to identify this 
individual. Furthermore, he declined to identify any 
of the participants in this picture with the exception 
of LINDA LOVELACE, the picture's leading female star. DAMIANO 
said that it is his recollection that the motion picture 
film entitled "Deep Tiiroat" was shot around Thanksgiving 
Day in November, 1971. He said that many of the participants 
in this film stayed at the Voyager Motel during the shooting 
of the film and that he, DAMIANO, picked up the motel 

y and food bill for these individuals. 

\ 

Relative to LINDA LOVELACE, DAMIANO stated that 
he first met her business manager one CHUCK TRAYNOR, 
who visited him in his office on West 42nd Street, New 
York, New York, shortly after he, DAMIANO went into 
business. DAMIANO recalls that CHUCK TRAYNOR at that 
time was making the rounds of motion picture producers 
in the New York City area in order to get LINDA LOVELACE 
employment. It was at this time that CHUCK TRAYNOR gave 
him, DAMIANO, his telephone number in Miami, Florida. He 
told TRAYNOR that if he , DAMIANO were in Miami , Florida , 
he would look him up. He does not recall whether or not 
it was he or his production manager who initiated the 
contact of CHUCK TRAYNOR for the services of LINDA LOVELACE 
in the motion picture film entitled, 'Deep Throat^ when they 
arrived in Miami, Florida to film the picture. DAMIANO 
declined to identify the production manager. 

DAMIANO stated that they made the film 
"Deep Throat" in six or seven days . It is his recollection 
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that his production manager, whom he again refused 
to identify sent the undeveloped film of Deep Throat 
to Precision Laboratory at 630 9th Avenue, 

New York, New York. He has no idea how the un- 
developed film was sent to New York but opined that 
his production manager or one of his assistants probably 
transported the film back to New York by an unknown 
mode of transportation. 

DAMIANO stated that it is his recollection 
that Precision Laboratory developed the original "DEEP THROAT" 
negative. Precision Laboratory had sane difficulty 
with the color in the prints and the negative was then 
given to another film laboratory in the New York City area 
by , he believes, LOUIS PERAINO to make positive prints. 

After completing the motion picture film entitled, 
"Deep Throat" he and PERAINO then made a horror film, 
first titled "Muldavo" which was later changed to 
"Legacy of Saton". He recalls that the latter picture 
was shot in approximately 10 days during March or April, 

1972. During the shooting, of the latter picture, 

LOUIS PERAINO constantly hounded him about being behind 
in the shooting schedule and accused him of over budgeting. 
Furthermore, PERAINO was displeased with his direction 
of the picture? fired him and hired another director 
to complete the picture. Approximately one week later 
LOUIS PERAINO asked him to come back to complete the 
picture and edit same, which he did. When he completed 
the latter work he told LOUIS PERAINO that he wanted to 
leave the firm. LOUIS PERAINO did not object to his 
leaving and asked him if he wanted to sell out his 
1/3 interest in the firm and ‘also inquired of him as to 
what he, DAMIANO, thought his share was worth. According 
to DAMIANO they settled on a figure of $15,000. PERAINO 
agreed to pay him $800 per month until the $15,000 
was paid to him. PERAINO had paid him the sum of $800 
per month up until April, 1973 when he failed to receive 
a payment from PERAINO. PERAINO still owes him 7 or $8000. 

It is DAMIANO' s recollection that the $800 per month was 
paid by check made out to him and drawn on tdie account 
of Damiano Film Productions, Incorporated. The checks were 
originally signed by LOUIS PERAINO but believes some 
of the latter checks were signed by a PHIL PARISI (phonetic) 
DAMIANO said he had no idea as to what association PHIL 
PARISI had with LOUIS PERAINO or with Damiano Film 
Productions, Incorporated. When questioned as to whether 
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or not he knew PHIL PARIS I and for how long a period 
he had known him, DAMIANO said he had met him at 
various motion picture film screenings in the New 
York City area. DAMIANO declined to describe LOUIS 
PERAINO, and PHIL PARISI. DAMIANO added that he 
believes that DAMIANO Film Productions, Incorporated 
moved from West 42nd Street, New York, New York, to 
630 9th Avenue, sometime during the latter part of 
1971 or the beginning of 1972. As previously stated 
he disassociated himself from LOUIS PARAINO and DAMIANO 
Film Productions, Incorporated in March or April, 1972. 

He then returned for a short period of time to complete 
the horror film "Legacy of Satan" and finally disassociated 
himself around June or July, 1972 when he sold his 
share of the business to LOUIS PERAINO for $15,000. 

Since then he has not seen or head from LOUIS PERAINO. 

DAMIANO added that at no time did anyonebring 
any type of pressure on him to sell his interest in 
DAMIANO Film Productions, Incorporated. 

DAMIANO admitted that he is the writer, director, 
and editor of the motion picture film entitled, "DEVIL 
IN MISS JONES" and "MEATBALL". He said that he made 
V the .latter two films for HERBERT NITKE. He declined 
to make any statement relative to the making of these 
films and his possible knowledge of their distribution.

Relative, to LINDA LOVELACE, DAMIANO stated that 
he first met her business manager one CHUCK TRAYNOR, 
who visited him in his office on West 42nd Street, New 
York, New York, shortly after he, DAMIANO went into 
busines.s • • DAMIANO recalls that CHUCK TnAYNOR at that 
time was making the rounds of motion picture producers 
in the New York City area in order to get LINDA LOVELACE 
employment. It was at this time that CLUCK TPApTOR gave 
. him, DAMIANO, his telephone number in Miami, Florida. He 
told TRAYNOR that if he, DAMIANO were in Miami, Florida, 
he would look him up.

DAMIANO stated that it is 'his recollection 
that Precision Laboratory developed the original "DEEP THROAT" 
negative. Precision Laboratory had seme difficulty 
with the color in the prints and the negative was then 
given to another film laboratory in the Mew York City area 
by , he believes, LOUIS PERAINO to make positive prints. 

After completing the motion picture film entitled, 
’’Deep Throat" he and PERAINO' then made a horror film, 
first titled "Muldavo" which was later changed to 
"Legacy of Satoh" . He recalls that the latter picture 
was shot in approximately 10 days during March or April, 

1972. During the shooting, of the latter picture, 

LOUIS PERAINO constantly hounded him about being behind, 
in the shooting schedule and accused him of over budgeting. 
Furthermore, PERAINO was displeased with his direction 
of the picture; fired him and hired another director 
to complete the picture. Approximately one week later 
LOUIS PERAINO asked him to come back to complete the 
picture and edit same, which he did. When ha completed 
the latter work he tola LOUIS PERAINO that he wanted to 
leave the firm. LOUIS PERAINO did not object to his 
leaving and asked him if he wanted* to. sell out his 
1/3 interest in the firm and also inquired of him as to 
what he, DAMIANO, thought his share was worth.

It is DAMIANO *s recollection that the $800 per month was 
paid by check made out to him and drawn on the account 
of Damiano Film Productions, Incorporated. The checks were 
originally signed by LOUIS PERAINO but believes some 
of the latter checks were signed by a PHIL PARIS I (phonetic) 
DAMIANO -said he had no idea as to what association PHIL 
PARISI had with LOUIS PERAINO or with Damiano Film 
Productions, Incorporated. When questioned as to whether 
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02? not he. knew PHIL PARIS I and for how long a period 
he had known him, DAMIANO said he had met him at 
various motion picture film screenings in the New 
York City area. DAMIANO declined to describe LOUIS 
PERAINO , and PIIIL PARIS I. DAMIANO added that he 
believes tliat DAMIANO Film Productions, Incorporated 
moved from West 42nd Street, New York, New York, to 
630 9th Avenue, sometime during the latuer part of 
1971 or the beginning of 1972. As previously stated 
he disassociated himself from LOUIS PARAINO and DAMIANO 
Film Productions, Incorporated in March or April, 1972. 

He then returned for a short period of time to complete 
the horror film "Legacy of Satan" and finally disassociated 
himself around June or July, 1972 when he sold his 
share of the business to LOUIS PERAINO for $15,000.

The story is of an elderly white female who lives 
alone in an isolated farmhouse, possibly in upstate New York. 

It is wintertime. Film appears to be high quality 35 mm. 
color. Cinematography, art work, set design, sound track, 
technical aspects and acting are all excellent. 

The main character, Miss Aggie, wanders alone through 
the deserted farmhouse talking to mummified corpse of man she 
killed unknown time prior. In a series of flashbacks, she 
•relives her sex life. In fast episode, she is a young blonde 
who seduces a country boy to her deserted farmhouse. They 
strip, and the man performs cunnilingus. She then performs 
fellatio. All scenes are graphic, explicit, with color 
closeups of penetration. There is no simulated sex. After 
the mutual oral sex, intercourse is performed, and ejaculation 
is shown. 


Upon completion, there is a return to the present 
with more wandering and babblings. In the next flashback, we 
see Aggie as a young, black- haired woman in what is apparen- 
tly a second- story loft adjacent to the main farm building. 

She is dressed in a red silk dress which is open in the front, 
revealing her breasts and vaginal area. There is a bed in the 
loft, upon which she sits while caressing the front of her body 
with a small doll. She rubs the doll on her breasts and vagi- 
nal area, then masturbates with the doll. Closeups depict the 
actual insertion. During this masturbation, a truck arrives 
outside. It is the actor HARRY REEMS, who portrays a farmer 
with a load of hay to deliver. She opens the loft doors and 
stands in the open doorway. REEMS, through the use of a con- 
venient ladder, climbs to the loft and enters. They sit on 
the bed and talk. She caresses his genitals. REEMS strips, 
and she performs fellatio, and they then engage in sexual 
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intercourse with closeups shown. REEMS withdraws and then 
mounts her from the rear while penetrating her anally. This 
intercourse continues until he withdraws and ejaculates on 
her back. 

A quick flash to the present, more idle talk with 
the corpse and we flash back in time again. Now it appears 
she is working in a house of prostitution. She is a blonde 
wearing only a waist corset, black silk stockings and high 
heels while lying on a bed. There is a fully clothed man 
seated in a corner. He watches while she caresses her naked 
breasts and vaginal area. She begs him to have intercourse. 

He remains seated while she masturbates and penetrates her 
vagina and anus with her finger. There is much pleading and 
sexually enticing body gyrations in this scene. We then cut 
to Aggie and the man in the comer, now both naked in bed. 

She performs fellatio and drinks the semen. The scene closes 
when she drools out the ejaculation onto his body. 

In the next scene, Aggie is in an empty church. 

She exits and meets a man in an adjacent cemetery. She 
invites him home and murders him after enticing him to take 
her to bed. This is the corpse that she now lives with, and 
the movie ends. 

During this story, which lasts slightly more than 
an hour, every person in the film is there for sexual reasons. 
All of the sex is hetero, all of the performers are Caucasian 
and no animal sex is portrayed. 

By communication dated August 5, 1974, the Newark 
Office of the FBI advised as follows:

The undersigned affiant, being sworn on oath, deposes 

and says: 

1. That he is a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation (FBI) , Honolulu, Hawaii, and that your affiant 
has been a Special Agent with said agency for eight years 

and has experience in enforcing Federal laws in which the FBI 
has jurisdiction during this period. 

2. That on or about August 1, 1974, Special Agent 
Brian H. Corliss of the New York Office of the FBI received 
information from Marc Sultan, a New York City police officer, 
that an individual identified as Stanley Learner intended to 
transport in interstate commerce, via a common carrier, to wit. 
Northwest Orient Airlines, a Gerard Damiano directed, 

35 millimeter film entitled "Memories. Within Miss Aggie" to 
Hawaii. 

3. Officer Sultan advised Special Agent Corliss 
as to the following information regarding the shipment of 
the film and Stanley Learner's itinerary, which he (Sultan) 
personally obtained from discussions with Learner on July 31, 
1974, in Queen's, New York: 

Stanley Learner is to depart Queen's New York on 
August 5, 1974, and travel to Newark, New Jersey? Detroit, 
Michigan? Minneapolis, Minnesota; Missoula, Montana; Seattle, 
Washington; and Honolulu, Hawaii. Learner is to have in his 
possession copies of a film entitled "Memories Within Miss 
Aggie" , which he will sell to various theater representatives 
for approximately $25,000 per copy. Learner will depart his 
residence at 98-20 62nd Drive, Rego Park, Queen's, New York, 
at approximately 5:00 a.m. on August 5, 1974, and will travel

Learner 
would fly from Missoula, Montana on August 5, 1974 to Seattle, 
Washington and Honolulu, Hawaii. Weingarten additionally pro- 
vided flight numbers. 

5. That on August 2, 1974, Special Agent Brian H. 
Corliss and Special Agent Forrest W. Dahlstet observed the 
Gerard Damianos directed film entitled "Memories Within Miss 
Aggie" at the World Theater, 49th Street, New York City, New 
York. These Agents have advised the affiant that the film is 
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as follows: 

It is the story of an elderly Caucasian female who 
lives alone in an isolated farmhouse, during winter time. The 
film's main character is identified as Miss Aggie and the 
first scene depicts her wandering through a deserted farmhouse 
talking to a mummified corpse of a man she killed at some 
unknown time prior. In a series of flashbacks, she relives 
her sex life. 

In the first sexual scene, she is a young blond who 
seduced a country boy to her deserted farmhouse. They both 
strip nude and the man performs cunnilingus, The female 
actress then performs fellatio. This scene is graphic, 
explicit with close-ups of penetration. After mutual oral 
sex, intercourse is performed and ejaculation is shown. Upon 
completion of this scene there is a return to the present 
with more wandering by Miss Aggie and babblings. 

In the next flashback scene. Miss Aggie is a young 
black haired woman in what is apparently a second-story loft 
adjacent to the main farm building. She is dressed in a red 
silk dress which is open in the front revealing her breasts 
and vaginal area. There is a bed in the loft upon which she 
sits while caressing the front of her body with a small doll. 
She rubs the doll on her breasts. and then masturbates with 
the doll. Close-up photography depicts the actual insertion. 
During this scene, a truck arrives at the farmhouse, and it 
is driven by an actor known to the observing Agents as Harry 
Reems. Reems is portraying a farmer with a load of hay to 
deliver. The female opens the loft doors and stands in the 
open doorway. Reems climbs a ladder to the loft and they both 
sit on a bed and talk. She caresses his genital area. Reems 
removes his clothes and Miss Aggie performs fellatio on Reems. 
They then engage in sexual intercourse with close-ups shown. 
Reems then engages in anal intercourse with Miss Aggie and 
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ejaculates on her back. The movie then flashes back to the 
present with more idle talk with the corpse. 

There is another flashback to the past and it appears 
that Miss Aggie is working in a. house of prostitution. She 
is a blond wearing only a waist corset , black silk stockings 
and high heels while lying on a bed. There is a fully clothed 
man seated in the corner , and he watches while Miss Aggie 
caresses her naked breasts and vaginal area. She orally begs 
him to have intercourse, and he remains seated while she 
masturbates and penetrates her vagina and anus with her finger. 
Miss Aggie performs .sexually enticing body girations and orally 
pleads with the male. The scene then .cuts to Miss Aggie and 
the male botl> tnaked in bed, at which time she performs an 
act of fellatio. ,The scene closes when she drools out the 
ejaculate onto his body. 

The next scene depicts Miss .Aggie in an empty church 
where she exits; and meets a man in an ( adjacent cemetary. She 
invites him home, and murders him after enticing him to take 
her to bed. At PQi-nt the movie ends.

The 

cinemotography, art work, set design, sound track, 

techincal aspects and acting all appear excellent for 

this type of motion picture. : 

The main character, Miss Aggie, wanders alone 
through a deserted farmhouse, and talks to a mummified 
corpse. This corpse we later learn is of a man that 
she had killed several years earlier. In a series of 
flashbacks the main character relives her six life in 
this farmhouse. In the first episode, she is a young 
blonde woman who seduces a country boy to her deserted 
farmhouse. While in the building they both remove 
their clothes and the man performs cunnilingus. Miss 
Aggie then performs the act of fellatio. All of these 
scenes depicted in the motion picture are graphic and 
explicit. There are full color close-ups of the 
penetration and none of the sex acts are mere simula- 
tions. Upon the completion of the oral sex, intercourse 
is performed, and ejaculation is shown. 

Upon completion of this scene there is a return 
to the present where Miss Aggie wanders about in her 
farmhouse and talks about her past life with the corpse. 

In the next flashback we see Miss Aggie as a young 
black haired woman in what is apparently a second story 
-loft which is adjacent and attached to the main farm 
building. She is dressed in a red silk dress which is 
open in the front revealing her breasts and vaginal ahir. 

There is a bed in the loft upon which she sits while 
caressing the front of her body with a small doll. She 
rubs the doll on her breast and vaginal area and then 
masturbates with the doll. Once again close-ups are 
shown in the film which depict the actual insertion. 

During this masturbation a truck arrives at the front 
of the building. Driving the truck is the actor, HERBERT 
STREICHER, who uses the stage name of HARRY REEMS. 

STREICHER in this film portrays a farmer who has a truck- 
load of hay to deliver at the farmhouse. He blows the 
horn of the truck in an attempt to attract attention, but, 
supposedly, no one is home, except Miss Aggie who has 
been confined to the loft area. Aggie, upon hearing the 

■ ' ■ ■ ‘ ’ I 
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truck's horn, opens the loft doors and stands in the 
open doorway. EEEMS speaks to Miss Aggie and*ultimately, 
through the use of a convenient ladder, climbs to the 
loft and enters. They converse while seated on a bed 
during which time Miss Aggie caresses the man's genitals. 
EEEMS removes his clothes and Miss Aggie performs 
fellatio. They then engage in sexual intercourse with 
close-ups shown. After this intercourse EEEMS withdraws 
and then mounts Miss Aggie from the rear penetrating her 
anus. This intercourse continues until he withdraws 
and ejaculates on her back. 

A quick flash is then shown to the present and 
once again there is more idle talk with the corpse 
which is seated in a wheelchair in the kitchen of the 
farmhouse. During the next flashback it appears that 
this Miss Aggie is working in a house of prostitution. 

She is now a blonde wearing only a waist corset, black 
silk stockings, and high heels while lying on a bed. 

It is noted that there is a white male who is fully 
clothed, seated on a chair in the corner of the room. 

This man watches Miss Aggie while she caresses her 
naked preasts and vaginal area. The woman begs the man 
to engage her in sexual intercourse but he does not 
speak. The man remains seated while Miss Aggie mastur- 
bates and penetrates her vagina and anus with her 
fingers. There is much pleading and sexually enticing 
laudy girations performed by the actors in this scene. 
There is then a quick cut to Aggie and the man who had 
been seated in the corner. They are both now naked in 
bed and she performs fellatio and drinks the semen. 
"The'-seene closes when she drools out the ejaculate on 
to his body. 

In the next scene Miss Aggie is shown inside 
an empty church. Shortly thereafter she exits from the 
building and meets a xvhite male who is walking through 
an adjacent cemetary. After some conversation she 
invites him to return to her farmhouse under the guise 
that she has some odd jobs around the farm that he 
could perform while earning his supper. Back at the 
farmhouse the man chops some wood and Miss Aggie feeds 
him his supper and invites him to stay the night. 

During the night Miss Aggie enters his bedroom under 
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the pretext that she wishes to engage the man in sexual 
intercourse. While he is preparing himself, lliss Aggie 
withdraws from her gown a long knife and stahs the man 
in his eye, killing him. This scene dissolves and it 
appears that the deceased is now the mummified corpse 
with whom she lives. This is the end of the film and 
the motion picture has last approximately one hour and 
ten minutes.
